No special meeting will 
be held this year for the gram m ar 
and high school teachers, it was an ­ 
nounced by the county superintend­ 
ent this morning, although he ex­ 
pressed the hope that such teachers 
would hold a m eeting before the coun­ 
ty institute which will be held No­ 
vember 16 to 20 inclusive. 
In announcing the sectional m eet­ 
ings for this m onth, Mr, Shank made 
the following statem ent: 
Teaching Problems

ever common to the profession; some 
are due mostly to the tendencies of 
the times, and some are due to various 
forms of weakness, indifference, and 
blindness.

They throw light upon w hat­ 
ever situations touched.
